Wants a Battleship a Year. 

“It must be remembered,” the presi- 
dent says, “‘that I am not asking for! 
any increase in the navy, because, unless 
we can provide at the rate of a battle- | 
ship a year, our navy will go backward, | 
Moreover, I am advising tbat our money 
be spent economically. It has teen a/ 
waste of money to prOvide such ships 
as the single turret monitors; and, while 
the cPuisers and especially the great 
armored cruisers serve some useful pur- 
pose, it would nevertheless have been in- 
finitely better to have spent the money | 
which actually was spent on them in; 
the construction of first-class battleships. 
Our great armored are prac- 
tically as expensive to build and main- 
tain as battleships, and yet, taking the 
battleship all around for the purpose for 
which a navy is really needed, its su- | 
periority to the armored cruiser is | 
enormous.

Harvie Jordan’s Speech. | 
The speech of President Jordan -| 
views the history of ‘tthe coneaien. 
tion, outlines the scope and purpose | 
of its future work, stresses the a 
necessity of cooperation between a/l) 
southern commercial elements interested 
in the cotton trade, touches on immigra- 
tion, denounces speculation, and discusses | 
the recent fraud order movement against} 
the New York Cotton Exchange. 
Mr. Jordan showed that through coop-| 
eration and organization the farmers of | 
the south had, within the brief period of 
five months from January of 1905, lifted, 
the price of cotton from 6 to IO cents a/| 
pound. He attributes to the Southern 
Cotton Association the credit of advanc-, 
ing prices $10 to $20 a bale on thg five! 
million bales of cotton sold during the 
spring and summer of 1905, that amount 
representing the unsold portion of the) 
great crop of 1904. Mr. Jordan also! 
stated that the good uniform prices se- 
cured for the yield of i905, were largely 
to be credited to the activity of the as-} 
soctation. Showing that the crop of 1904! 
sold in the aggregate for %$638,000.000; | 
that of 1905 for $650,000,000, and pre- 
dicting that the output of 1906 will bring 
$660,000,000, he asserted that the farm-| 
ers of the south had made a net saving 
of at least $250,000,000 in the marketing’!

America at the present time. He told of | 
the interview which members of the order | 
had with Count Witte when he attended | 
the peace conference at Portsmouth and | 
denied that any cringing attitude had | 
been employed toward the Russian diplo- | 
mat. When the rumor reached this | 
country that fhere was to be a whole-| 
sale massacre of Jews in Russia on | 
Easter he wrote Count Witte a letter} 
and informed of the rumors. He im- 
mediately cabled that everything would 
be done to prevent 


a recurrence of 
bloodshed, stating that the military j 
would be held responsible for ang trouble. 
He said it was possible that this letter 
had saved tThany lives; not because it 
had come from him, but because it repre- 
sented 40,000 members of the B'nal 
B'rith. 

The forced emigration of Russian Jews 
was, he said, the only question in this 
land which concerned the Jews. Immi- 
grants must be taken south and west an 
not allowed to rémain in the congested 
centers. The B'nai B'rith had already 
taken up this work. Many Russian Jews 
would come to Atlanta. He advised that 
the German Jews extend to them the 
hand of fellowship. First of all they
